What Has Been Discovered and Set- 
tled by the “Challenger” Expedi- 


tion.

Here is an end of all romance about hid- 
den ocean depths. Wecan speculate no 
longer about perils, in chambers of pearl, 
or mermaids, or heaped treasures and dead- 
men’s bones whitening in coral cayes. The 
whole ocean floor is now, mapped out for 
us. The report of the expedition sent out 
from London in her  majesty’s ship 
Challenger has recently been published. 
Nearly four years were given to the exam- 
ination of the currents and floors of the 
four great oceans of the world. The Atlan- 
tic. we are told, if drained would be a _ vast 
plain, with a mountain ridge in the middle 
running parallel with our coast. An- 
other range crosses it from New Foundland 
to Ireland, on top of which lies a subma- 
rine cable. The ocean is thus divided into 
three great basins, no longer ‘unfathomable 
depths.’ The tops of these seamountains 
are two miles below a sailing ship, and the 


basins according to Reeius, are fifteen 
miles which is deep enough 
for drowning, if not for mystery.

Of this number not a single one 
was a caseof yellow fever. Only one death 
has occurred. This one wasaman who ar- 
rived in this city by the West. Point train, 
and was on the verge of death when taken 
to the hospital. He was su ed to bea 
tailor, and was a citizen of West Point. His 
name was not learned, as when taken to the 
hospital he was too ill to give it, and died 
leaving his identity unknown. 

He died after being in the hospital only 
about twenty-four urs. The other five 
patients who were carried to the hospital

The Perils of Monarchy. 

Absolute rule in Europe has been 
called despotism tempered by assassina- 
tion.
